Secretary of Treasury May Exchange Gold for Silver at His 


Discretion, 
National Banks Permitted to Increase 
Their Circulating Medium 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The financial 


bill prepared by the Republican caucus 
committee, which met at Atlantic City 
last spring, was yesterday made public 
by the committee. The bill, first of all, 
makes a flat-footed assertion that gold is 
the standard of value in the monetary 
system of tttfe United States. Anothe* 
feature of noes is the establishment of 
a separate buresa of issue and redemp- 
tion in the treasury, in accordance with 
Secretary Gaga's recommendation in his 
first annual report This, the more ad- 
vanced members of the committee con- 
sider, is the nearest approach just now 
practicable to the radical.measure of 
abolishing the Independent treasury al- 
together. 
.,

By another paragraph, the national 


banks are permitted to issue notes to the 
par value of their bonds deposited with 
the treasurer to secure circulation, and 
the tax thereon is removed. On this 
point of an increased issue of bank notes 
the committee was divided In senti- 
ment; part of the members believing 
that a further elasticity should be given 
to the currency by authorizing the issue 
of unsecured notes up ic the amount of, 
say, 20 or 30 percent of the capital of the 
Issuing bank, with a gmdad sertes*of 
taxes which should reduaa the profit on 
such emergency circulation In propor- 
tion to its increased volume; but their 
colleagues felt that this would be too 
radical for a party measure, and the 
more moderate counsels prevailed. 


A third provision which will attract 


attention is that authorizing: the secre- 
tary of the treasury to exchange 


for silver at his discretion. This again 
was a compromise between extreme 
views, some members preferring to ig- 
nore the whole subject, and others wish- 
Ing to make the exchange compulsory. 
As the committee has left it, all doubt 
as to the legal right of the secretary to 
make such exchange is removed. 


It will be recalled that through all the 


first part of his administration Sec- 
retary Carlisle used to insist that there 
was no law authorising him to exchange 
the one metal for the other directly, 
although there were indirect ways in 
which it could be accomplished, if both 
parties were sufficiently anxious for the 
exchange. Later be changed his mind, 
and fell back upon the declarations of 
policy in the acts of 1890 and 1893, to 
keep the two metals at a parity, ruling 
that if necessary to maintain the parity 
be would exchange gold for silver. 


It is well known here that Secrelary 


Gage would rather have had the new 
act to contain a mandatory clause on 
this subject, but that he will not hesitate 
to make an exchange of the two metals 
at the legal ratio whenever necessary to 
maintain the parity, which, in his view, 
is liable to be any and all times. There 
was a case of actual exchange once 
during Mr. Manning's administration 
in 1885, when Treasurer Jordan ex- 
changed gold certificates to the value 
of nearly $6,000,000 for fractional silver 
currency, although the law was not 
supposed to authorize such a transaction 
in terms. 


The new bill is of uncommon clear- 


ness in phraseology, and, it is believed, 
will be all the easier to put through 
congress on that account.

Additional dispatches from Methuen'a 


column bring his loss at Gras Pan, or 
Enslin, up to 198. The Hst Includes the 
losses of the Ninth lancers, none of 
whom are reported missing:. A cabled 
liat of casualties from General Huller, 
received in London late yesterday after- 
noon, gives a lieutenant of the Ninth 
lancers wounded in a reconnaissance 
Sunday. This appears to dispose of the 
storiea set afloat in London and Berlin 
that the cavalry corps, 500 strong, had 
fallen into a trap similar to that whicb 
resulted in the capture of a squadron 
of the Eighteenth huzzars at Glencoo 
a month or more ago. 


On the Natal side the wonder is that 


10,000 troops should have been gathered 
at Mooi river and Estcourt without a 
word of it escaping the British censor. 
Such seems to have been the case, how- 
ever. 
Hildyard's column seems de- 


ficient in artillery, and has only ir- 
regular Cavalry, if the dispatches may 
be trusted; and it is hinted from Lon- 
don that the inability of the British 
scouts to keep in toucn with the mobile 
Boer columns may account for the re- 
ported wholesale retreat of the Boers to 
the Tugela river; while there is some 
anxiety lest there be a Boer descent 
from the flanks upon the marching col- 
umn or upon its- communications. 
In 


any event, the blowing up of the Frere 
bridge and the apparent delay at that 
point, as a result, indicates the dif- 
ficulties that confront Hildyardts ad- 
vance. 
The great body of tha Boers 


is no doubt intrenched behind the Tu- 
gela river, and prepared to dispute 
Bildyard's advance beyond that point. 
Ladysmith is reported safe up to Nov. 
24, a considerable advance in our knowl- 
edge of its siege. 


From Mafeklng there IB nothing, not 


even a Pretoria report of its fall, which 
would scarcely surprise the British pub- 
lic. 


A Boer protest to the powers, calling 


attention to the employment of Kaffirs 
and Basutos by the British, and to 
British violations of the rules of civil- 
ized warfare, including the Geneva 
cross, has been put out in Paris. 
As 


it is partially echoed from Berlin, it 
appears not wholly a French fabrication, 
and may assume some importance. 


General Forrestler-Walker has sent 


the following dispatch, dated Cape 
Town, Nov. 27, to the war office: 


"Kekewich reports from Kimberley, 


from Nov. 18 to Nov. 23, some important 
skirmishes with the Boers. Wounded, 
Captain Bodley, Lieutenant Hawker and 
three troopers, all /doing well.

health of the garrison is good and the 
water supply plentiful. 


"Native reports to Kekewich state

'A dispatch from Orange river, dated 


Monday, Nov. 27, and describing the 
battyS of Ensfln; says: The " British 
arms have achieved a brilliant victory. 
The enemy, strongly entrenched, held a 
range of hills commanding both sides 
of the railway at Root Laagte, near Grtts 
Pan.r The Lancashire*, under Lewis, 
reconnoitered tn an armored train on 
Friday. The Boers shelled the train, 
killing Lewis and a private. 


General Methuen then advanced bis 


column under a detour and bivouacked 
for the night at Bwinks Pan, three miles 
from the Boer position. At dawn the 
advance began, the guards forming the 
reserve. The column detoured on the 
plain eastward of the Boer kopjes. The 
Boer guns opened fire. Two batteries of 
British artillery, posted on each side, 
shelled the Boers, practice being good 
on both aides. 


Th'e Boers stuck tenaciously to their 


positions, firing steadily and accurately. 
The duel, which continually became hot- 
ter, lasted three hours. The Boer shells 
wounded several men of the naval 


brigade. 


Finding it impossible* to displace the 


Boers by artillery. General Methuen re- 
solved upon an Infantry attack. A 
brigade of infantry, including the York- 
shires, the Northamptons, the Northum- 
berlands and the Lanoashires, with the 
naval brigade on the right, gallantly 
stormed the Boer positions in the face 
of a withering fire and carried hill after 
hill, the brigade under Colonel Money 
capturing the main positions against a 
terrific fire, but suffering severely. 


The latest phase of the mobilization 


of the reserves has proved as satisfac- 
tory as have former calls. Out of 978$ 
men summoned, 8533 have rejoined the 
colors.

In it 
was found 190 shares of Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit stock and a few worthless scraps 
of paper. 
There was not a penny of 


cash, and nothing of value except the 
stock. Postmaster Wilson of Brooklyn 
has received an order from the post- 
master general, directing him to return, 
BO far as possible, to the senders, all 
letters addressed to the syndicate. 
About 1500 pieces of mail, including over 
J12.000 worth of money orders, have ac- 
cumulated since Saturday.

Schooner Goes te the Bottom and 
Two ol Her Men Are Killed. 


Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 29.—A 


collision occurred early Sunday morn- 
Ing, 30 miles southeast from Highland 
light, Cape Cod, between the fishing 
schooner Sylvester Whalen, headed for 
South channel, and schooner Major 
Pickands, pointing northward for Cape 
Cod. The Pickands arrived here yester- 
day in a disabled condition, with Captain 
Hogan and 21 men of the Whalen on 
board. Two of the crew of the Whalen 
were killed, amj three men were badly 
Injured. ' The men killed were Patrick 
Powers and Michael Corrigan, both of 
Boston. Robert O'Brien, Joseph Clark 
and Thomas O'Brien were badly injured. 


Captain Hogan of the Whalen states 


that bis vessel was running out to the 
fishing grounds, intending to get one 
more day's fishing before going into 
Boston, and a portion of the crew were 
engaged on deck baiting their trawls 
when the collision occurred. A stiff 
northerly wind was blowing, and the 
vessels were going at a high rate of 
speed. 


Most of the Whalen's crew were be- 


low when the crash came, and great con- 
fusion followed. The men made a rush 
for the big coasting schooner to get on 
board, and it was in this hurry that two 
men were crushed between the two ves- 
sels. Their lifeless forms dropped into 
the sea. They were not recovered. 


After the vessels were separated some 


of the Whalen's crew boarded and set fire 
to her. She had on board 25,000 fish, and 
was insured for $8000. 


The Pickands was sailing on the star- 


board tack and was struck with suoh 
force that her stem was started, tbe 
Jibboom carried away and other damage 
done. STie leaked badly, but her steam 
and hand pumps combined succeeded in 
keeping her free. She endeavored to 
"reach Boston, but on account of ad- 
rerse winds bore up for Vineyard 
Haven, being towed from Cape Pogue 
.by a tug. . 


The injured men of the Whalen's crew 


were taken to the marine hospital for 
treatment, Robert O'Brien's leg being 
so badly crushed that amputation will 
probably be necessary. The remainder 
of the crety are being cared for at the 
Seamen's Bethel hers.

BARELY KEPT AFLOAT 


Undermanned Transport Leaks 


Badly and is Disabled 


"Washington, Nov. 29.—War depart- 


ment officials were surprised at the in- 
formation contained in a Manila dis- 
patch concerning the condition of the 
transport Manauense, which has just 
arrived at Manila. They are at a loss 
to account for the deplorable state of 
affairs which is said to have existed ofi 
the ship, as tiey say every precaution 
is taken before transport vessels leave 
the United States to see that they are 
properly and adequately manned and 
supplied with commissary stores. The 
dispatch referred to said: 


When the transport Manauense an- 


chored in Manila bay yesterday, 33 days 
from San Francisco, there was several 
feet of water in her hold, and 400 grimy, 
greasy, hungry, exhausted soldiers and 
sailors had been passing buckets of 
water since Nov.'lTj night and day. First 
Assistant Engineer Dunlevey was under 
arrest and, according to Colonel Hayes' 
official report, tbe chief engineer would 
also have been under arrest if there bad 
been any one to replace him. 


The colonel's report declares that the 


captain of the vessel told him tbat the 
only thing which brought them through 
was the fact that the men were green- 
horns and failed to realize their danger, 
while experienced seamen would Have 
deserted the ship and taken to the boats 
In mid ocean. 
The Manauense started from San Fran- 
cisco accompanied by the transport 
Peklri, 'which carried the remainder of 
the regiment, and encountered heavy 
seas to Honolulu without accident. 


After starting it developed that she 


was undermanned, and soldiers had to 
be detailed to act as seamen, coal pass- 
ers and waiters and to do other work. 
Before reaching Honolulu the crew con- 
cluded that the ship was not safe and 
the majority agreed to desert. They 
were closely watched, many of the crew 
succeeding in getting away, and the 
Manauense left Honolulu with less than 
half her crew. 


The captain of the transport on Nov. 


17 told Colonel Hayes that the vessel had 
•prung aleak, and an Investigation re- 
suited in finding several feet of water in 
her hold. The steam pumps were tried, 
but failed to work, and there were no 
hand pumps on board. However, 46 
buckets were found, others were Im- 
provised and the soldiers not employed 
in working the ship were organized into 
five shifts and, 'stripped and forming 
lines, they began bailing, the officers 
working with the men, passing the buck- 
ets which were sent up- to the deck by a 
windlass. The longest time a shift could 
stand waa two hours, and often the 
period was not longer than-half an hour. 
The balling continued until the ship an- 
chored here. 


The same day the1 leaking waa 4U- 


covered the machinery collapsed, and< 
the electric lighting plant and evapor- 
ating, distilling and refrigerating ap- 
paratus failed to work. There were no 
lamps, and the few candles found wera 
exhausted after a few days. During the 
last week of the passage the Manauenso 
waa in utter darkness at night *"•• *•« *

been rolling in heavy seas" all the way, 
but Nov. 32 she encountered a typhoon 
and pitched and tossed alarmingly. 


The water rose rapidly, and the bailing 


force was doubled. But the buckets 
were gradually smashed and barrels and 
boxes were substituted for them, the 
men, working in darkness with planks 
and pieces of iron shifting or being 
violently washed among them. The 
firemen could only feed the fires by being 
lifted on the shoulders of other men | 
through water waist deep. 


The typhoon lasted two days and a 


half, and in the midst of it the engines 
stopped. The officers then helfl a coun- 
cil and found that there were 420 per- 
sons on board, with lifeboat accommo- 
dations for 213. 


In the meantime the men below, 


Ignorant of their extreme peril, wer« 
passing buckets and singing, "What the 
Hell Do We Care," while the ship roiled 
helpless on the ocean, with hatches 
closed. 


The heat was intense until the typhoon 


passed, and then the Pekin, which had 
retraced her course about 70 miles, came 
alongside the Manauense. which was 
rolling so heavily that the soldiers in the 
hold could, at eacTi roll, see the Pekin 
through the hatches overhead. 


Colonel Pettit, the commander of th« 


Thirty-first volunteer regiment, ordered 
the Manauense to proceed to Guam and 
await relief, but,the- captain of the 
Manauense demurred, the officers say, 
because1 the gov erriment was renting the 
ship for $500 per day. 


Throughout the remainder of the voy- 


age the engines of the Manauense failed 
frequently and the ship would roll for a 
few hours while the engines were re- 
paired. Then the steamer would pro» 
ceed again for a few hours. 


The meat and vegetables rotted be- 


cause of the failure of the refrigerators 
and were thrown overboard. 


After the storm the water supplied to 


the ship at Honolulu bad to be used for 
"the boilers, and there was little or none 
for drinking. In fact, it is asserted that 
during the last week of the voyagethe 
men lived almost entirely on whisky, 
beef and hard tack. 


The officers and soldiers were utterly 


exhausted when they reached Manila. 
They declare the engineers were grossly 
Incompetent. The officers also said that 
the behavior of the troops was beyond 
prairie. For days they worked In the 
dark, suffocating hold, with water 
some, times Up to their shoulders, and 
planks washing about in a manner dan- 
gerous to life and limb. Tbe officers 
took the lead in balling and encouraged 
the men.

But in 1856 the parties to the declara- 


tion of Paris brought about a new era 
in international law by four new rules 
relating to warfare at sea, one of which 
was that the practice of privateering 
is and remains abolished. Other na- 
tions were invited to give their assent 
to this new principle on the condition 


taken by the more powerfully armed 
cruiser of the enemy, the present status 
of the authorized pirate, especially in 
such cases as that of the Boer-British 
war, makes it extremely unlikely that 
Great Britain need fear that her tremen- 
dous commerce going and coming in all 
parts of the world will be preyed on and 
harassed by authorized freebooters of the 
high seas. It must be remembered, too, 
that the Transvaal, having accepted the 
suzerainty of Great Britain by the 


neutrality. Such action would natural- 
ly be almost equivalent to a declaration 
of war and would be justly regarded as 
such by England. 


Notwithstanding this, however, there

SMAIX BORE EAPIB FIRE GUNS IN ACTION. 


As the war In South Africa progresses events more and more demonstrate 


the importance of the machine gun in modern campaigning. It is already 
well known how at several engagements the English had the advantage be- 
cause of the superior manner in which they handled their guns, and it has 
been shown that a very small body of men armed with small bore rapid fire 
guns, like that shown in the accompanying illustration, can hold at bay a great 
number of the enemy. The picture shows a number of Cape Colony troopers 
ready for active service In their war against the Boers, and gives a good idea 
of the nature and dimensions of the improved rapid fire gun which they are us- 
ing against the Transvaal burghers. This gun has been tested up to 740 shots 
per minute, from which fact some idea of its death dealing capability may be 
gained. 


THE KHAKI UNIFORM. 


The accompanying picture shows the 


much talked about khaki uniform in 
which both officers and men of the 
British army in South Africa are dress- 
ed during active service against the 
Boers. This' khaki uniform is a dun,

and It would amount to the same thing 
among nations. While the individual 
may be quite secure in his residence, it 
Is of course, always within the bounds 
of possibility that a band of robbers 
may arrange to enter the house and 
carry away the belongings. For that 
reason* it is the part of wisdom for the 
Individual to be on the lookout against 
euch moves.

Saturday Hunt delivered the mails In 


Pittsfield all right and at 4 o'clock was 
given the return bag of mail. Some 
time afterwards, it is alleged, Hunt got 
drunk and then started for home. By 
the time he reached Pontoosuc lake he 
did not know -whether he was carrying 
mail or Indian meal and he decided 
that he had traveled far enough so he 
turned off at Gunn's corners and went 
to the home of his father, who Is a 
farmer living on the cross road. 


At the Lanesboro postofflce a crowd 


waited for the evening mail. The eve- 
ning grew to night and the mall carrier 
did not return. 
After waiting until 


efter 10 o'clock the postmaster, Dr. F. 
C. Downing, notified Deputy Sheriff 
Wood and he set out to find the mail 
and the carrier. He traced Hunt to his 
father's house and arrested the carrier 
and recovered the mail. Hunt was 
taken to Pittsfleld and was locked up 
to the police station over Sunday.

STEAM TURBINE ENGINE 


Its Use on Steamships Discuss- 


ed by Charles Parsons. 


DEVELOPMBHT8 TO BE EXPECTED, 


•ote« Earlneer Tmllui of 


EiBhtr Tho»«»na Horsepower *nd 
Forty-fomr Knot* Speed With N*w 
System of Machinery—ftandlias; o* 
the Engine* an E»»y Matter. 
The latest information about what 


is being done with the turbine englno 
on vessels and what developments may 
be expected before long was give* on 
Nov. 3 by the Hon. Charles Parsons 
in his address as president before, the 
Institution of Junior Engineers. The 
most interesting part of the address, 
relating to the practical applications 
of the system, Is reproduced here from 
the account in London Iron and Indus- 
tries: 


"The first vessels of larger size than 


the Turbinia to be fitted with steam 
turbine machinery are the torpedo 
boat destroyer Viper for our own gov- 
ernment and a similar vessel for 
Messrs. Armstrong, Whitworth & Co. 
These vessels are of approximately the 
name dimensions as the 30 knot de- 
stroyers now in her majesty's service, 
but have slightly more displacement 
The boilers are about 12 per cent lar- 
ger, and it is estimated that upward 
of 10,000 horsepower will be realized 
under the usual conditions as against 
6,500 with reciprocating engines. 


"The engines of these vessels are in 


duplicate. Two screw shafts are plac- 
ed on each side of the vessel, driven re- 
spectively by a high and low pressure 
turbine. To each of the low pressure 
turbine shafts a small reversing tur- 
bine is permanently coupled for going 
astern, the estimated speed astern be- 
ing 15% knots and ahead 85 knots. 
Two propellers are placed on each 
shaft 


"The latter of these two vessels has 


commenced her preliminary trials and 
has already reached a speed of 32 
knots. The manipulation of the en- 
gines is a comparatively simple matter, 
as to reverse it is only necessary to 
close one valve and open another, and, 
owing to there being no dead centers, 
email graduations of speed can be eas- 
ily made. 


"In regard to the general application 


of turbine machinery to large ships, 
the conditions appear to be more fa- 
vorable In the case of the faster class 
of vessels such as cross channel boats, 
faster passenger vessels, cruisers and 
liners. In such vessels the reduction in 
weight of machinery as well as econo- 
my In the consumption of power per 
horsepower is an important factor hi the 
case, and in some vessels the absence of 
vibration, both as regards the comfort 
of passengers and in the case of ships 
of war permitting greater accuracy in 
sighting of toe guns, is a question of 
first importance. 


"As regards cross channel boats, the 


turbine system presents advantages in 
epeed, absence-, of vibration and, owing 
to the smaller diameter of the propel- 
lers, reduced draft As an instance, a 
boat of 270 feet length, 33 feet beam, 
1,000 tons displacement and 8 feet 6 
Inches draft of water could be con- 
structed1 with spacious accommodation 
for 600 passengers and with machinery 
developing 18,000 horsepower. She will 
have a sea speed of about 30 knots, as 
compared with the speed of 19 to 22 
knots of the present vessels of similar 
size and accommodation. 


"It is perhaps interesting to examine 


the possibilities of speed that might be 
attained In a special unarmored cruis- 
er, a magnified torpedo boat destroyer 
of light build, with scanty accommoda- 
tion for her large crew, but equipped 
with an armament of light guns and 
torpedoes. Let us assume that her di- 
mensions are about double those of the 
80 knot destroyers, with plates of dou- 
ble the thickness and specially strength- 
ened to correspond with the Increased 
elze; length, 420 feet; beam, 42 feet; 
maximum draft, 14 feet; displacement, 
2,800 tons; Indicated horsepower, 80,- 
000. There would be two tiers of water 
tube boilers. These, with the engine 
space, coal bunkers, etc., would occupy 
the whole of the lower portion of the 
vessel, and the crew's quarters and 
guns would be on the upper decks. 
There would be eight propellers of 
nine 
feet 
In 
diameter 
revolving 


at about 400 revolutions per min- 
ute, and her speed would be about 
44 knots. She could carry coal at this 
speed for about eight hours, but she 
would be able to steam at from 10 to 
14 knots with a small section of the 
boilers more economically than other 
vessels of ordinary type and power, 
and, when required, all the boilers 
could be used and full power exerted 
In about half an hour. 


"In the case of an Atlantic liner or 


a cruiser of large size, turbTte engines 
would appear to present some consid- 
erable advantages. In the first place, 
they would effect a reduction in weight 
of machinery and some Increase in 
economy of fuel per horoepower devel- 
«ped, both thus tending either to a sav- 
ing in coal on the one hand or, if pre- 
ferred, some increase In speed. 


"The advantages are, however, less 


pronounced in this class of vessels on 
account of the smaller relative power 
of the machinery and the large quanti- 
ty of coal necessary for long voyages, 
but the complete absence of vibration 
at all speeds, not to mention many mi- 
nor considerations of saving in cost and 
reduced engine room staff, are ques- 
tions of considerable importance."

THE BOARDJIF TRADE 


Begins Its Work of Getting 


Into 
an Active 


Working Basis 


QUESTION OF MEMBERSHIP 


And Payment of Dues Acted Upon: A 


Banquet Soon to be Held. Lower 


Telephone Rates Discussed 


at Length 


The board of trade held Its first 


meeting of the winter last evening; and 
considerable important business was 
brought up for discussion. There was 
an attendance of about 30. The most 
important matter for the welfare of 
the association was in connection with 
the membership. It is the desiire of the 
officers to put the association, on an 
acive working basis, and to that 
end new rules will be put in force in 
regard to the payment of dues. 


The special committee appointed by 


the directors at a recent meeting re- 
ported, proposing an amdendment to 
the constitution, providing that the 
names of all members who are- in ar- 
rears six months after the annual dues 
are payable shall be posted. The 
members shall be given one more 
month in which to pay, and if they 
have then neglected it, their names 
shall! be dropped from 
membership. 


This amendment will be acted upon at 
the next meeting of the association. 


It was then moved and voted that all 


members now in. arrears shall be noti- 
fied, and given one month in which to 
pay. If they fail to do so, the board 
of directors shall have power to drop 
their names from membership. 


In connection with this discussion it 


was reported that there are now 96 
members in good sanding, and 47 who 
are in arrears, owing a total of $318 to 
the association. The debit of the asso- 
ciation amounts to about $350. It is 
believed that with, the present activity 
of the board there will be little difficul- 
ty about the collection of dues from 
those who are in arrears. Vice-presi- 
dent Sykes, who presided in the ab- 
sence of President Dennett, announced 
the change in regard to the use of the 
rooms, which prevents them from be- 
ing- used as practically public club 
rooms. Mr. Barnard said that since 
this rule had gone into effect a number 
who had allowed their membership to 
lapsie1 had told him that they would 
again become members. 


Mr. Barnard moved thai) the enter- 


tainment committee be instructed to 
look into the matter of holding a ban- 
quet in the niear future, this event to 
be in addition to the annual banquet 
which will be held later in the season. 
The committee will report at the nsxt 
meeting of the board. 
' 


The matter of lower telephone rates, 


first proposed by the Holyoke board of 
trade, and agitated throughout west- 
ern Massachusetts, was then taken up. 
A. C. Weber of the special committee 
appointed by the directors to inves- 
tigate the matter, reported that they 
had not aa yet had time! ta make, a 
thorough investigation, but that they 
had. asked E. C. Stedman, the local 
manager, to be present at the meeting 
and answer any questions that the 
members might have, 


Mr. Stedman spoke at dome length, 


outlining the policy of the company 
vilh regard to this city andi vicinity. 
He ppoke of the reductions that have 
been wde recently, and which have 
been made familiar to the public 
through the papers, and of the policy 
of the company to make such reduc- 
tions as rapidly as possible. The rate 
for house instruments has been, reduced 
from $39 to $25, while the rate for office 
instruments remains at $60 a year. 
There was some question eg to why tha 
office rate should be so much greater. 
Mr. Stedman explained that the wear 
and tear on the instruments! was much 
greater, through more frequent use, 
and that the demands on the central 
exchange was greater from an office 
than from a house. Mr. Stedman al- 
so spoke of what had been done in this 
city in the way of putting wires under 
ground on the paved streets and along 
some others. 


He said that the rates are made out 
a the basis of population, and that 
this city is now securing the rate given 
to cities under 20,000 in population, as 
that was the case at the last census. 
There has been no advance made with 
the recent growth of the city, and when 
asked Mr. Stedman said that there 
would not be until the population ex- 
ceeded 20,000 by a considerable number. 
There would be, no change when tha 
next census gave the city considerably 
larger figures than the last 


It was finally decided to ask the gen- 


eral manager of the company for New 
England to be present at the next 
meeting of the board, to talk the mat- 
ter over more fully, and meanwhile 
the special committee will continue its 
Invest! gations. 


The meeting was- then adjourned un- 


til December 12.

LIVELY FIGHT IN WARD J 


Over the Question of Ward Supremacy, 


The Regular City Committee Ticket 


Won by a Narrow Margin, 


Mayoralty Question 


The democratic city caucuses were 


held last evening, and with only one 
exception were extremely lifeless af- 
fairs. Only one ticket was in the field 
and there was little interest shown. 
The attendance in all the wards except 
ward 1, where the only contest was, 
ranged from seven to 16, and there were 
no features. 
The only ticket in the 


field was that submitted by the city 
committee. The delegates were not pledg- 
ed to anything except to do what seem- 
ed best for the party in the convention 
The caucuses did not settle the ques- 
tion of putting a candidate for mayor 
in the field, or of who should be named. 


Ward 1 was in marked contrast to 


all the other wards. Here there was 
energy enough displayed to go around- 
for all the wards if it had been wisely 
distributed. The ticket proposed by 
the city committee was opposed by an- 
other ticket put forth by the opponents 
of the city committee. This opposition 
consisted of those whom the present 
city committee defeated in the struggle 
for supremacy in former years, and 
who were now trying to regain it. It 
was understood that the opposition 
ticket was pledged to a more active 
policy for the party, and in any case to 
oppose the city committee. 


The vote was a close one, standing 33
